Tentative Plans Are Consid- 
ered to Lay Crisis Before 
Session of Congress. 

Washington. Aug. 28. -Tentative 
plans for a joint session of the senate 
and house to hear President Wilson 
ask for legislation to prevent the 
threatened nation-wide strike were 
discussed by the president with 
Senator Kern, the Democrat leader, 
when it seemed virtually certain that 
break between the railroads and their 
employes must follow final conferen- 
ces. 

Congressional plans include: 
An 8-hour day law for railway em 
ployes. 

A bill to increase the membershii 
of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion from seven to nine members with 
authority to divide into groups. 

A resolution stating it to be the 
sense of congress, that if the railroads 
grant a basic 8-hour day they should 
be entitled to increased revenues 
compensatory with the increased 
operating expenses. 

A bill already pending, directing 
the interstate commerce commission 
to ascertain minimum, maximum and 
average wages paid with hours of 
service to. every class of railroad em- 
ployes, compare them with wages of 
other industries in which similar skill 
and risk are involved, to determine 
the relation of railroad wages to rail- 
road revenues and urge both sides to 
present dispute to defer action pend- 
ing the investigation. 

Samuel Rea, president of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad, Sunday night ism: 
ed a statement which for the first time 
since the executives decided upon th i 
course they would pursue, flatly an- 
nounced that rather than give up ar- 
bitration, they regarded better to hot 
I strike. 

He declared that for the railroads t<i 
yield would result in a temporary but 
probably not a permanent postpone- 
ment of the strike and that the issue 
of arbitration at stake in the present 
situation would be left unsettled. 

Arbitration Proposed. 

The railroad presidents have sub- 
mitted their counter proposal to the 
President. This plan, holding to the 
demand for arbitration which the em- 
ployes have declared they were unal- 
terably opposed, proposes: 

That the question of an eight hour 
day is not directly connected with the 
matter at issue and that there is a dif- 
ference between aa actual eigttt hour 
day as a basis for pay. 

That questions of increases of wages I 
are indisputably questions which | 
should be settled by arbitration ! 
That the present demands of the) 
trainmen be submitted to arbitration 
by the interstate commerce commis- 
sion or some board to be created by 
the president or in some other way. 

That if the arbitration board finds a 
wage increase should be granted, that 
their finding would be retroactive and 
Hie increase will take effect from the 
time the arbitration begins. 

That a fund shall be c reated by the 
railroads to provide lot' this contin- 
gency, the interstate commerce com- 
mission to keep the accounts that will 
be necessary and the arrangement to 
continue in the force for a time not 
yet determined upon, the men agree- 
ing that during the period of arbitra 
tion there shall be no further de- 
mands nor any attempt to strike. 



Suspect Ulterior Motive On 
Part of Great Britian- 
English Buyers Benefit. 

Washington, Aug. 28. — Confer- 
ences of the most vital im|xirtance to 
the dark tobacco growers of Ken- 
tucky were begun here upon the 
arrival of a group of Western Ken- 
tucky growers, Sunday. 

With their financial status, based 
upon the conditions of the market for 
this year'scrop, at stake, the growers 
came to Washington to present the 
most serious protest against the ac- 
tions of any of the European belliger- 
ents toward American producers, not 
excepting the British blacklist. 

Although every attempt will be 
made to avoid them, there is strong 
likelihood that charges may be made 
against Groat Britain that that nation 
has restored the embargo on tobacco 
to Germany and Austria to force down 
the price, that her buyers may reap 
the benefit. 

The Kentucky growers who ar- 
rived here are prepared to submit 
facts and figures of a serious nature 
against England's attitude in the en- 
tire tobacco situation growing out of 
the war, although it is their hope and 
wish not to do srl. 

Although the embargo on tobacco 
to Germany and Austria is the princi- 
pal cause of their complaint, the en- 
tire reg'iilations of Great Britain ex- 
tending to the importations into 
England, France, Russia and Italy 
will be touched.

Gilliam's warehouse to get gasoline 
for the car. They took a lantern with 
them to light the way. They set this 
down in the warehouse near the gas- 
oline tank. 

The warehouse had been a tobacco 
factory. Its use for this purpose had 
been long since discontinued and it 
was used as a general implement 
room. In it were about lfl tons of 
hay, a car load of wire fencing, sev- 
eral plows, hay rakes and harrows 
and all kinds of farm implements be- 
side the gasoline tank which had just 
been filled. 

The boys tilled the tank and there 
was an explosion, causing an imme- 
diate conflagration. They rushed 
from the building calling for help. 
Hiram Kelly had his arms and face 
badly burned. Within three minutes 
after the explosion of the gas the 
whole roof and sides were in flames.

ENTERS M 

Italy Ends One of e 
Anomalous Situations of 
The Great War. 

ITS EFFECT ON CAMPAIGN 



n Every 
Front But No Decision 
at Any Point. 

London, Aug. 28.— Germany aud 
Italy at last are at war. Italy has end- 
ed the anomalous situation that has 
existed for months, declaring that 
from Monday she considers herself 
the enemy of her former ally. The 
formal declaration amounts to little 
more than official recognition of a 
state o| affairs wbich|already existed. 

The declaration became inevitable 
when Italy recently sent troops to 
BalonUd to co-operate in the campaign 
f the entente allies on the Macedo- 
nian front, as Germany is directing 
the opposing forces and has Imopoon 
this battle line. Italy's position in re- 
gard to Germany has been an anoma- 
lous one since Italy withdrew from 
the triple alliance May H of last year 
tad declared war on Austria. Al- 
though by this act she arrayed her- 
self against her former allies, Germa- 
ny and Austria, she remained official- 
ly at peace with Germany until for- 
mal declaration was made. 

This actitn probably will have little 
effect on the military situation, al- 
though as the war goes on it may have 
a most important bearing. On the 
Austro-Italian front Italy finds activi- 
ty for not more than half her army 
and in the future can send available 
troops to any front. 

Heavy lighting continues between 
the entente and Teuton allies in the 
Macedonian theatei of the region of 
Lake O chr lda, eastward of Kavala on 
the Aegean, but with results becloud- 
ed by diverging statements of Berlin 
and Paris. 

Rumania to-day entered the war by 
da hiring war on Germany and Aus- 
tria.

A state poultry agent has been ap- 
pointed for Kentucky, as well as for 
other Southern states, and it is his 
business to help teach the necessity of 
improved poultry methods, especially 
among the boys and girls who will be 
t le farmers of the next generation. 

The State Poultry Agent for Ken- 
tucky, is Arthur S. Chapin, who has 
headquarters in the Agricultural Ex- 1 
periment Station, Lexington. Inform- 
ation regarding poultry problems and 
the governmen bulletins on various 
phases of poultry husbandry may be 
secured by writing to him. 

Poultry is a valuable source of in- 
come on the farm, as well as the best 
source of a fresh meat supply for the 
home table. Farmers should improve 
their flocks and aim for a better qual- 
ity of market poultry and egg. The 
boys' and girls' poultry clubs will aid 
in this development. 
OBJECT OF POULTRY CLUBS. 
The object of poultry club work, 
as carried on in six Southern states by | 
the Bureau of Animal Industry, U. S 
Department of Agriculture, 
briefly stated as follows: 

1. To develop and make more 
wholesome rural life by organizing 
and helping the coming generation of 
boys and girls. 

2. To instruct boys and girls by 
means of government bulletins which 
give valuable information on the sub- 
ject of the selection of stock, hatching, 
rearing, feeding and housing and 
marketing their poultry products. 
Also by means of the general super- 
vision of the State Agent and special 
supervision of the County Farm De- 
monstrator and Canning Club Agent. 

3. The holding of the club poultry 
shows in connection with the county 
and state fair exhibits. 

4 To create a sense of ownership 
on the part of club members, and a 
love for animals, wbich means de- 
velopment of good character. 

5. To stimulate an interest in agri- 
cultural education.

Christian county, as a whole, 
has adopted the White Wyandottes 
and the boys and girls there are hav- 
ing splendid success in their start 
with the Wyandottes. More than half 
the club members in Pulaski county 
are raising Barred Rocks. This 
scheme of standardizing one variety 
helps to develope interest and will 
mean much toward more profitable 
poultry raising. 

REQUIREMENTS. 
Any boy or girl of 10 tol8 years may 
become a Poultry Club member in the 
counties where the work is carried on 
by incubating at least one setting of 
eggs from fine bred stock. Members 
are required to write a conqiosition 
on poultry raising during the year and 
keep records of their work in books 
furnished by State Agent. Each boy 
and girl is expected also to exhibit 
one dozen eggs and some of his chick- 
ens at the county fair each fall. There 
is no cost in any way except the price 
of the eggs purchased and that is the 
members investment. 

RESULTS.

Eight Killed. 



Saved By Wilson. 

Dallas, Tex., Aug. 28 — With an 
estimated vote of 25,000 yet to be 
heard from in Saturday's United 
States senatorial run off primary, 
Senator Chas. A. Culberson was 
leading former Gov. Colquitt by 66,- 
275 votes to-night. The missing re- 
turns, it is believed, cannot material- 
ly change the present ratio. In the 
July primary in which there were 
five candidates Colquitt received 
about 30,000 more votes than Culber- 
son, but lacked a majority of the total 
vote cast. 

Colquitt was opposed to Wilson's 
policies, and had the support of ex- 
Senator Joseph W. Bailey and the 
German Alliance.

Washington, Aug. 75. — Senator 
Hitchcock, Democrat, has prepared nn 
amendment to the revenue bill intend- 
ed to check the soaring prices of 
news print paper. Jle said today he 
would bring it up in the Senate when 
certain sections of the bill werereaeh- 
I ed for debate. Mr. Hitchcock hifn 
1 self is a newspaper publisher. 
1 Paper selling at $40 a ton and un- 
der would not be taxed. When the 
price passes $40 a ton a tax of $1 a ton 
would prevail until $46 a ton is reach- 
ed, when the tax would increase to $3 
and mount up gradually until a tax of 
$40 a ton would prevail on paper sell- 
ing for more than $90. 

"My proposed amendment is de- 
signed not so much to raise revenue," 
said Mr. Hitchcock, "as it is to make 
it unprofitable for paper manufactur 
ers to charge exorbitant prices for 
news print paper. 

"The price of news print paper has 
been very stable for several years un 
til recently, selling around two cents 
a pound at the mills. There has been 
an increase in the consumption of pa- 
per in the last two years for two reas- 
ons. First, the great increase in cir- 
culation arising from the war, and 
more recently the increased volume 
in advertising, due to prosperity. The 
result is that all surplus stock of pa- 
per practically has disappeared. 

SUPPLY SHORT OF DEMAND. 

"The mills are making about 6,500 
tons a day and we are importing 
about 1,200 tons a day from Canada, 
but this does not meet the demand. 
The result is that manufacturers 
whose product is not fullv contracted 
for are taking advantage of the situa- 
tion to sell paper at exorbitant figures. 
While the great bulk of news print 
paper is selling at two cents a pound 
under existing contracts, all new sales 
are bringing from four to five cents a 
pound. 

"Many newspapers that are paying 
$40 a ton for their regular supply are. 
paying $60 a ton for any surplus they 
need, and any newspaper so tmfor- 
tunate as to have its contracts expire 
is being compelled to pay from $80 
to $160 a ton for its whole supply, 
which is ruinous."

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Price for Danish Isles. , WHAT KILLED YOUR POULTRY? 



Objection is made to the price of- 
fered bv the United States for the 
Danish West Indies, From a com- 
mercial point of view the islands are 
worse than worthless. They cost Den- 
mark more than they return. In area 
they consist of but 138 rquare miles, 
as compared with 198 square miles in 
the city of Chicago. The population 
is less than 33,000. Trade and indus- 
try are languishing. 

Why they are wqrth anything to us 
is because they are believed to be for 
sale Their purchase by an European 
power might cause complications 
which could never be settled for $25,- 
000,000. 

Yet there is very serious opposition 
to the sale in Denmark. One explana- 
tion offered is that the wily Danes are 
bidding for a higher price. More 
likely though the opposition is based 
on the same reasons which make 
Americans oppose the sale of the 
Philippines. There is a feeling that 
there is a curtailment of the country's 
greatness. The nation has constrict- 
ed itself.

Editor Kentuckian: 

A thought or so in regard to the 
tobacco situation may not be amiss at 
the pn-scnt time. 

We have now ready for housing 
one of the largest and best crops ever 
raised and if the farmer does not get 
one of the biggest and best prices for 
it I believe it will be his own fault 
and he will only be to blame. 

Why the mad rush to sell before its 
time? In the seventies, October was 
considered the best month in which 
to sell lugs, and away up in the 
eighties, the deliveries to the market 
up to the first of May were considered 
to repi esent only one-half of what the 
crop would be for the season. 

But now it seems every man is 
making a John Gilpin race to sell his 
tobacco before or shortly after Christ- 
mas. It seems to be a case of "Hurry, 
Hurry," from planting until sold and 
delivered. The farmer is takings 
little price in order that he may get 
rid of a crop that has cost him both 
money and worry to make. Don't 
you ever fear but that you will sell 
your tobacco, it matters not how much 
you may have. There is always 
body wanting to buy it. 

I call to mind two instances that 
occurred with this last crop sold. 

One farmer who makes about eighty 
thousand pounds was in my office 
talking about selling, when lugs and 
trash were selling at about 14.00 per 
100 lbs. and leaf was bringing about 
15.0(1 per 100. I advised him that if 
he was juft bound to sell something 
to lei me sell his lugs and trash and 
hold his leaf, as I saw no chance for 
it to go lower. He went directly out 
of my office and sold his entire crop 
at about $5.00 round. If he had wait- 
ed 30 days he would have received 
$1,600.00 more for his crop and if he 
had waited 45 days he would have 
received $2,400.00 more than he got. 

In the other case one of our cus- 
tomers brought in and sold his lugs 
and trash, but through a lucky cir- 
cumstance was forced to hang his 
leaf to get it in order. I advised him 
to hold that leaf and not to hurry. I 
wrote him on three different dates 
not to sell that leaf, but to wait. If his 
leaf had been sold on the same day 
that his lugs and trash were sold it 
would not have brought over $6.00 
per 100. He finally would sell it and 
got about $8.00 per 100 for it. If he 
1 had waited and sold that leaf with us 
J the same date that he delivered it to 
the buyer, he would easily have re- 
ceived $9.50 to $10.00 for it. 

Then why all this "Hurry, Hurry?" 
You now have a good crop of tobac- 
co. Put it in the barn right. Don't 
coddle or cook it by trying to cure it 
in one or two days. Cure it right anil 
then sit down on it and wait. 

You are the key to the situation and 
have the power to control it 

For my part, I don't believe the 
English embargo will cut near the 
figure that some seem to think, and

It has already dawned upon the 
Republican leaden that Hushes made 

i bad break when he declared for 
mtion wide woman suffrage, since 
President Wilson has definitely taken 
the other track and declared that each 
state should govern the suffrage ques- 
tion to suit itself. 

Republican leaders are now frank 
to admit that they are not so sure that 
the stand taken by Mr. Hughes will 
rally many supporters to his banner. 
It has pleased the 4,000,000 women of 
the suffrage states, but as* they already 
have the right of the ballot through 
state action it is doubted whether they 
will be so much concerned in national 
suffrage as to cast their ballots on the 
strength of that one issue alone. In 
fact, the word that comes from some 
of the suffrage states out west is that 
the women are not keen for the fed 
eral amendment scheme of extending 
J the idea. 

Concern is now felt by Republican 
I leaders as to the effect of Hughes' na- 
. tionial suffrage declaration on the 
J campaigns this year in a number of 
' mid-western and eastern states, and 
especially Ohio, Kentucky and New 
I York. 

| In Ohio the equal suffrage propo- 
sition has been submitted to the voters 
on two separate occasions and each 
time it has been defeated, not over- 
whelmingly but by what is denomin- 
ated a fair vote. In strongholds like 
Cincinnati equal suffrage is very un- 
popular and astute politicians express 
the belief that the stand taken by 
Hughes in favor of the suffragists will 
to an extent, at least, offset the luke 
warmness supposed to exist among 
the German- Americans towards Pres- 
ident Wilson. In fact, Hughes' suf- 
frage announcement is regarded as a 
d.stinct democratic asset in Hamilton 
county, Ohio. 

Word that reaches the national 
capital from Kentucky is that the dem- 
ocratic leaders are preparing to make 
a big display of Mr. Hughes' national 
suffrage declaration, as they think it 
will do more than anything else to 
hold Kentucky in the democratic 
column. 

In New York, where the electoral 
vote is a large prize, the equal suf- 
frage proposition was overwhelming- 
ly defeated when submitted at a re- 
cent election, and it is declared that 
among certain elements of the New 
York population the sentiment against 
woman suffrage remains intense.

CROSSED WIRES 
CAUSED FIRE 

That Did Several Hundred 
Dollars Damage To 
Residence. 

Two electric light wires crossed 
and started a fire which did consider- 
able damage to the home of Bailey 
Waller on Water street Sunday night 
at about half past ten.

The fire department answered the 
summons immediately, hut was not 
called upon to battle with the flames 
until an etTort was n ade to put out 
the fire by using a Rapid Fire Ex- 
tinguisher containing chemicals that 
would not have damaged the interior 
of the house or the furnishings so 
badly as the streams of water did. 
Sam Hard wick and John Adams were 
among the first to come on the scene 
and did valiant work clearing the 
rooms where there was danger of the 
fire breaking through, and fighting 
the flames. 

Joe Randall, who had been to 
church and had on a new suit of 
clothes, also rushed into the burning 
building to render what assistance he 
could. He went up to. the sleeping 
porch where the fire was breaking 
through the roof and had his clothes 
ruined when the water from the fire 
hose broke through the ceiling bring- 
ing plaster and lathing with it.
